">We find confronting us many problems that 

will require patient, painstaking and impar 

tial ‘consideration. Surely we must realize 

‘and appreciate that the people elected us to 

accomplish various improvements and to 

,@ffect the utmost progress possibile. 

One important step that we must not only 
consider but should bring to fruition, is the 
preparation and enactment of a new charter 
or form of government for our city. To give” 
this matter the widespread attention it de- 
serves, to obtain the views on this subject 
of the foremost thinkers of our city, and to 
enlist the services of impartial and non- 
partisan citizens, I shall take the liberty of 
soon calling together a committee, which we 
might designate as a ‘“‘Charter Commission,’’ 
to the end that a new charier be prepared 
for submission to this next session of the 

Legislature. I skall reqeust your Board to 

furnish such ‘‘Charter Commission’’ with the 

attendance and. services of a stenographer 
and typist, together with the necessary sta- 
tionery and supplies. While personally I am 
reluctant to request the services that I shall 
ask certain public-spirited citizens to render 
gratituitously for Hoboken, yet the common 
welfare demands that I make the beginning.

and great sacrifices I shall be requesting, 

nevertheless I have in mind at a near fuiure

Certain conditions Wage been found during 
the recent examination, which make it ap- 
pear that there should be a closer relation- 
ship ‘between the financial body and other 
co-ordinate branches of our city government. 
I particularly recommend that the old cus- 
tom in vogue, under which requisitions were 
made by the various committees for supplies 
and work, be. immediately changed, and that 
hereafter proper requisition books be kept in 
the office of the City Clerk, and that all 
orders or requisitions for work and _ sup- 
plies be made in duplicate or triplicate, and 
that before any requisition be taken from 
such record book, the same be signed, not 
only by the proper committee, but also by 
the Comptroller, who shall see to it that no 
materials or work are ordered in excess of 
the amount appropriated for such purpose. 
In this way all supplies or purchases will 
be made by proper requisition. This will re- 
quire some additional work, both on the part 
of the Comptroller and City Clerk, but it is 
imperative that we conform to proper busi- 
ness form in all our transactions. 

I would advise that your body direct the 
Comptroller to exercise his duty as Auditor 
of the School District. 


STREETS, 


We should not view the shortcomings of 
our city in a pessimistic manner, but rather 
with the spirit and determination to remedy 
such matters as afford opportunity for im- 
provement. We _ feel that Washington 
street, the principal thoroughfare in our 
city, should be repaved with an up-to-date 
pavement, as durable and long lived at least 
as the term of the bonds issued for the pay- 
ment of it. Before such repavement is at- 
tempted we must bring about the removal 
of all overhead wires on Washington street 


and adopt a proper plan of lighting such 


street. 

Other streets will need your attention, 
particularly Ferry street, but in such con- 
sideration you must keep in mind our in- 
creasing tax rate. 

It is a source of satisfaction that your 
Board has awarded a contract for the im- 
provement of Second street. If the repave- 
ment of Washington street and Second 
street be accomplished during the present 
your, such attainment will give much satis- 
faction throughout the city. 

Relative to the cleanliness of our streets 
_J may say that I have occasion to pass 
along them daily and I observe the men em- 
» ployed in that department doing their work. 
Neglect in keeping the streets clean must 
not be tolerated, and I advise that your 
Board at all times keep a watchful eye that 


this important matter be not neglected. 

Nothing seems to have been done toward 
establishing sidewalks at a uniform grade, 
and I recommend that your Board ascertain 
whether you have the power to regulate the 
matter of uniform sidewalks of a proper 
and established grade, or whether it be 
necessary to seek legislation therefor in 
order that improvements in this respect may 
be enforced by the Street Commissioner or 
other proper authority. 


SCHOOLS. 


My activities in the past have not brought 
me in touch with our schools, but I regard 
it of the utmost importance that the powers 
of my office be exerted to procure and main- 
tain an efficient administration of this 
branch of our government. 

While the construction of our new High 
School has given us a splendid school build- 
ing, and the erection of the new school 
building No. 1 will do likewise, yet the 
heavy burden of this enormous expense will 
be felt by our taxpayers, and it is man- 
datory that if there be any waste whatso- 
ever in this department it must be stopped. 

The new Board of Education can be en- 
trusted to do their full duty if they find any 
one occupying unnecessary positions or dis- 
cover any form of extravagance or waste. 


POLICE. 


The Police Department of our city needs 
no praise from me. Every fair-minded man 
will agree that we have one of the best police 
departments in the State, if not the very 
best. Less crime is committed in Hoboken 
than in any other city in the State of the 
same population. There exists in the men 
of the force an earnestness of purpose and 
intention to faithfully perform police duty 
that is rarely found in a like body of men. 
This is due in a great measure to the non- 
interference by the Police Commissioners 
with the Chief of Police, whose ability is 
recognized. His authority should meet with 
no -interference, if the efficiency and _ dis- 
cipline of the department are to be continued. 

During the last two months the Board of 
Police Commissioners have done more _ to 
demoralize the department than it was ever 
thought possible, but such actions have the 
good effect of arousing the citizens and 
bringing about that condition wherein a 
police officer will feel that to receive pro- 
motion he must merit it. 


FIRE DEPARTMENT. 


My former connection with the Board of 
Fire Commissioners gives me a special in- 
terest in the fire department. What I have 


said with: reference to ours’ Chief of- Police. 


I might repeat: of our Chief* of the» Fire 
Department. The confidence entrusted. in 
him in justly deserved, and. the less he is 
interfered with: in his sphere: of duty the 
better will be the results furnished the city 
by the entire fire department, for the officers 
and men are a.source: of credit. and pride 
to Hoboken. The small loss. by. fire in Ho- 
boken. and the manner in, which nearly all 
fires are confined practically to the room or 
spot in which the same originates, speaks 
more highly of the -effeetiveness of our fire 
department than I can do. 


HEALTH. 


The health of our city at’ present is a 
source of great satisfaction. In the duties 
required of the Board of Health and its In- 
spectors, we must be ever caretul and strive 
for a vigorous enforcement of the Health 
Code and the Sanitary’ Rules and: Regula- 
tions. Too’ much praise cannot be given to 
Mr. Richard Stevens» and the’ Robert L: 
Stevens Fund for the establishment of a pure, 
milk station’ on Willow: avenue for mothers — 
and children. Without doubt it was this, in 
conjunction: with the work of the Board of 
Health, that effectually lowered the: death 
rate of the children during the past summer. 


PARKS. 


It is to be regretted that we are losing 
some of our large trees in»our parks. I think 
that hereafter when new trees are required 
for planting, larger ones should be procur- 
ed than those. recently set out, in order that 
we may the sooner get the benefit of their 
shade. Our parks are the breathing spots for 
many people who cannot leave the city during 
the hot weather and they should be made as 
attractive as possible. 

Conditions’ surrounding’ Church Square 
Park make it difficult to keep in proper con- 
dition, but your board ‘should make an extra 
effort to eliminate the bare spots in the lawn. 
The other parks are in good condition, and 
they should not under any circumstances. be 
allowed to deteriorate. 


PUBLIC LIBRARY. 


The advantages and benefits emanating 
from this institution can only be understood 
and appreciated by those who.have occasion 
to. enter the Public Library, and observe the 
steady stream of young and old that enters 
and leave, taking with them books that fur- 
nish both learning and recreation. The far- 
reaching influence ‘of our ‘ihrary can hardly 
be calculated. The open shelf system and 
the juvenile department recently: instituted, 
show that the commissioners and Librarian 
are endeavoring to make the Free. Public 
Library as popular as possible. 


PLAYGROUNDS: 


Rather than communicating with you in- 
reference to the Playground Commission, I 
would prefer to go with your honorable body ~ 
to that recreation centre and there witness 
the splendid work that is being done by the 
Commission and its capable Superintendent, 
as testified © by those happy and joyful re 
dren. . 

It is» with difficulty that we realize the 
accomplishment of such’ grand results based 
upon the expenditure of such a small amount 
of money. I am certain that the work to the 
members’ of the Commission is a -labor of 
love, and we should be most pleased that 
members so well fitted take such an active 
and intelligent interest in our children. 

LAW DEPARTMENT 

In the past through the employment of 
special. counsel by the Board of Educa- 
tion, considerable money has been expended, 
notwithstanding the two competent legal ad- 
visers we have repre senting the city, as 
Corporation Attorney and Assistant Corpora- 
tion Attorney. Rae ee: 

I would recommend that hereafter the 
Board of Education do not engage special 
counsel, but that they accept the services 
of the Corporation’ Attorney and Assistant 
Corporation: Attorney. 

If. your Board deem it expedient: so to do, 
certain :-hours: each day. and night might be 
designated and fixed for the attendance of 
the law depariment at the City Hall for such 
services as may be required of them, 

From time to time as matters may arise 
I shall..communicate’ with your Honorable 
Body, and I confidently’ expect to receive 
your co-operation and assistance in giving to. 
Hoboken an administration- for which no 
apology need’ be made. 

In conclusion, I would ‘say that the spirit 
in which I am sending this message is that 
its recommendations are not for mere, perusal 
and then: to* be forgotten. I consider them 
promises made to the people, the fulfiliment 
of which I shall strive for. If I be mistaken 
I shall be:pleased to have my errors pointéd 
out to me; but let us with honesty of purpose 
give to the people of Hoboken the best sery- 
ices» which we are capable of, in order that 
our performances in public office justly form 
the judgment that will be passed upon us.

Dear Sir—You have asked my’ epinion as 
to your right, under and by virtue of the 
provisions of Chapter 233 of the Session 
Laws of 1911, to appoint nine persons as 
members of the Board of Education of the 
Hoboken School District, in the place and 
stead of the persons now serving as members 
of said Board, under and by virtue of the 
provisions of Chapter 49 of the Session Laws 
of 1892. 

Chapter 49 of the Session Laws of 1892, 
page 82, is an act to provide for the establish- 
ment of a Commission of Public Instruction 
in cities of the second class in this State, 
whose population exceeds fifty thousand, 
This act provides for a Board of Education 
composed of and managed and controlled by 
eight commissioners, to be known as Commis- 
sioners of Public Instruction, not more than 
one half of said commissioners to be of the 
same political party. The said act further 

provides that the Mayor of such city shall be 
' a member ex-officio of said Board, and shail 
be entitled to vote herein in case of a tie. 
This provision, therefore, makes said Board 
consist of nine members in all, notwithstand- 
ing the limitation upon the rights of the 
member ex-officio. 

The Board of Education of the City of Ho- 
boken has heretofore been organized and 
working under the provisions of the afore- 
said act of 1892. 


Chapter 1 of the Session Laws passed by 
the second special sessicn of the Legislature, 
convened October 15, 1803, entitled ‘‘An act 
to establish a thorough and efficient system 
of free public schools, and to provide for the 
maintenance, support and management there- 
of,’’ approved October 19, 1903, which is 
commonly known as the ‘School law,’’ pro- 
vides, in Article 6, Section 88, thereof, for 
the appointment, by ihe Mayor or other 
chief executive officer of a city, of nine per- 
sons, to be members of the Board of Educa- 
tion of such city schoo! district, 

Section 89 thereof provides for the elec- 
tion of nine persons, to be members of the 
Board of Education of such city school dis- 
trict. 


Section 40 thereof provides that the accept- 
ance of the provisions of either Section 38 
or 39 of said act shall be’ submitted to the 
qualified voters of any ‘city at a general or 
municipal election, to be held therein; pro- 
vided, that such submissiion shall be 
had and such vcte shall be taken 
whenever the Common Council, Board of 
Aldermen or other legislative body of the 
city or the Board of Education of any school 
district situate in such city shall have, by 


resolution, determined that’. such question 
shall be so submitted, or whenever at least 
five per centum of the legal voters of such 
city, as shown by the election returns of 
the last municipal election in such city, 
shall, by their petition, dury signed and de-- 
livered to the clerk of such city, have re- 
quested that such question shall be so sub- 
mitted. It is also provided in said act that 
in any city school district, until the or- 
ganization of a Board of Education in such 
school district, as provided in Section 38 or 
89 of said act, the administration and con-~ 
duct of the public schools and the manage- 
ment and control of the public school prop- 
erty therein, shall remain in and shall be 
exercised by any Board of Education or other 
body theretofore having control of the pub- 
lic schools therein. Upon the organization 
of a Board of Education in said district, as 
provided in Section 38 or 39, the Board of 
Education or other body theretofore having 
charge of the public schools in such school 
district, or in such city, or having custody, 
charge or management of any fund or prop-~ 
erty used for or‘in the maintaining of pub- 
lic schools in such district or city, and hav- 
ing no other function, shall be ipso facto 
abolished. 

Section 246 of the school law of 1903 pro- 
vides that all school districts shall after the 
passage of said act, be governed solely by 
the provisions thereof and all acts and. parts 
of acts general, special or rocal, so far as 
they are inconsistent with the provisions of 
said act are thereby repealed. 

Chapter 233 of the Session Laws of 1911, 
page 512, is an act to amend Section 38 of. 
the aforesaid school law of 1903, and also 
repeals Sections 39, 40 and 241 of said act. 


By the aforesaid act of 1911, Section 38 of 
the aforesaid act of 1903 is amended, so 
that it now provides that in each city, 
other than those cities where Boards of 
Education consist of less than nine members 
each, the Mayor or other chief executive of 
said city shall, during the month of January 
next after the passage of said act, appoint 
mine persons to be members of the Board of 
Education of such school district. In mak- 
ing the first appointment the Mayor, or the 
chief executive officer, shall appoint three of 
such persons to serve for one year, three for 
two years, and three for three years, and 
annually thereafter during the month of 
January, the said Mayor or otner chief ex- 
ecutive officer of such city shall appoint 
members of the said Board of Education to 
serve for the term of three years to take the 
place of those members whose terms shall 
expire with such year. Any vacancy in such 


Board .of Bducation shall ‘be ‘forthwith -Te- 
ported “by “the secrétary of ‘said board to the 
Mayor or other chief executive officer, who 
shall, within thirty days thereafter, appoint 
a person to fill such vacancy for the unex~ 
pired term. To every such appointee, as 
aforesaid, said Mayor or other chief execu- 
tive officer shall issue and deliver a cer- 
tificate of appointment. The term of office 
of a member of the Board of Education, ex-~ 
cept a member appointed to fill an unex- 
pired term, shall begin on the first day of 
February next succeeding his appointments. 
Said act further provides that the terms of 
office of all members of the Board or HKdu- 
cation in school districts of cities which are 
affected by said act, and in districts which 


adopted Artcle 6 of the act of 1908, shall ex-. 


pire on the thirty-first day of January next 
after the passage of said act. 

The City of Hoboken never took advantage 
of the provisions of Sections 88-39-40 of the 
school law of 1803, and therefore the Board 
of Education, as organized and existing under 
and by virtue of the aforesaid action of 1892, 
has continued without change to the present 
time. 

I advise you therefore, that under and by 
virtue of the provisions of Chapter 2383 of 
the Session Laws of 1911, you are authorized 
and required to appoint, during the month of 
January, 1912, nine persons to be members 
of the Board of Education of the school dis- 
trict of the City of Hoboken, who ‘shal. 
severally possess the qualifications for mem- 
bership prescribed in Section 41 ‘of the 
school law of 1803; three of ‘such persons to 
be appointed by you to serve for one year, 
three for two years, and three for three 
years. To every such appointee you should 
issue and deliver a certificate of appoint- 
ment. The term of office of your appointees 
shall begin on the first day of February, 
1912, and they shall be in the.place and 
stead of the members of the School Boara 
heretofore serving under and by virtue of 
the provisions of -Chapter 49 of the Session 
Laws of 1892.

action. I.am informed that said sum of 
$1,000 was appropriated by the Board of 
Tax Commissioners for the use of said 
society. 

“TI advise you that you should not sign 
said warrant. The City of Hoboken is with- 
out authority to appropriate moneys to pri- 
vate persons or corporations, nor can the 
public moneys be expended for other than 
‘public purposes.’ Section 20, of Article 1, 
of the Constitution of the State of New Jer- 
sey, as amended, distinctly provides: ‘No 
donation of land or appropriation of moneys 
shall be made by the State or any municipa- 
corporation to or for the use of any so- 
ciety, association or .corporation whatever.” 
I suggest therefore that you return said 
warrant to the Council, which body should 
reconsider the payment thereof. I presume 
that the Council considered it was obliged 
to direct that a warrant be issued to said 
society in payment of said sum of $¥,000 be- 
cause of said sum having been specifically 
appropriated by the Board of Tax Commis- 
sioners therefor.

Hoboken, N. Jj., March 25, 1912. 
To the Honorable the Mayor and Council of 
the City of Hoboken: 

Gentlemen—I advise you that the New 
Jersey Supréme Court, in the case of George 
rtonzales, prosecutor, vs. the Mayor and 
Council of the City of Hoboken et al, re- 
spondents, on March 22, 1912, determined 
that the ordinance passed December 27 ,1911, 
fixing the annual salary of the Mayor of the 
City of Hoboken at the sum of $4,000, must 
be set aside, for the reason that the Council 
was without power to pass the ordinance ir 
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question. The Court says: ‘‘The city charier 
as amended fixes the salary at $1,000 per 
annum,” soP. i Lip. . dlikes 

Subsequently the Legislature, by an act 
relative to cities of the second class, author- 
ized city councils of certain cities of that 
class to increase the annual salary of the 
Mayor to a sum not exceeding two thousand 
dollars. P. L. 1891, p, 403. 

In pursuance thereof, in 1891, the City 
Council of Hoboken did increase the annual 
salary of the Mayor thereof to $2,000. 

We have not found any legislation which 
applies to the City of Hoboken whereby the 


. amount thus limited can be exceeded. 


The result is that the ordinance in ques- 
tion must be set aside, with costs. :

Gentlemen—I return without my approval 
the enclosed resolution awarding a contract 
to James Whalen for the making of altera- 
tions to the Public Comfort Station in Church 
Square Park. My reasons for returning this 
resolution disapproved are, that the City of 
Hoboken receives $5,000 a. year for the lease 
of the lands in front of Hudson Square Park, 
and from investigation I have ascertained that

ordinary repairs and supplies in the parks. 
That leaves a balance of $3,000 that in my 
judgment could be utilized to make some per- 
manent improvement such as these altera- 
tions, and from my observation in making an 
inspection with your Committee’ on Public 
Grounds and Buildings, I feel that the Public 
Comfort Station in Hudson Square Park needs 
immediate attention, but that the station in 
Church Square Park can wait until next 
year, and then it will not be necessary to get 
an appropriation from the Tax Board.

There is also attached hereto an analysis 
of the ‘‘Interest on daily balances,’’ showing 
the various funds to which same are dis- 
tributed. 

As there are no separate ‘‘Appropriation 
Funds” provided in the Treasurer’s books, 
the annual disbursements are shown in ‘‘Gen- 
eral Cash,’’ ‘‘Tax Arerars Cash,” and ‘“‘Mis- 
cellaneous Cash.’’

Hoboken, N. J., July 17th, 1912. 
The Honorable the Mayor and Council of the 

City of Hoboken: 

Gentlemen—I beg leave to advise you in 
the matter of the appeal of Stevens Institute 
of Technology from the assessment for 1911 
on plot 38, Castle Point Terrace, known as 
“Castle Stevens,’’ and consisting of about 
four and one-half acres of land, the appeal 
was dismissed by the State Board of Equaliz- 
ation of Taxes, and the assessment as made 
by the Assessors af the City of Hoboken for 
the year 1911 was affirmed. 

The property in question was deeded to 
the Stevens Institute of Technology in June, 
1910, but said Institute did not get posses- 
sion therof until May 15th, 1911. The peti- 
tioner claimed that the property was exempt 
from taxation under section 3 of the general 
tax act, which exempts all buildings actually 
and exclusively used for colleges, schools, 
academies and seminaries not conducted for 
profit, and the land whereon the same are 
situate, necessary to the fair use and en- 
joyment thereof, not exceeding five acres in 
extent for each. 

The question presented to the State Board 
of Equalization of Taxes for determination 
was whether the property assessed was, at 
the time of the assessment, used for a pur- 
pose which would entitle it to exemption 
under the statute. The testimony of the 


appellant was to the effect that when the 
trustees of the Institute took possession of 
he property. they immediately appointed an 
architect to make drawings to indicate the 
changes that would be necessary to make a 
dormitory of it, and gave out contracts for 
the furnishing thereof, but that the building 
was not used for college purposes until 
September, 1911. 

The State Board determined that the evi- 
dence brought the case squarely within the 
rule laid down by our Supreme Court in In- 
stitute of Holy Angels v. Borough of Fort 
Lee, 77 Atl. Rep. 1085, in which case it was 
held that in order to be exempt a building 
must be actually used for the purpose that 
is the basis of exemption. 

The appeals taken, from time to time, by 
Stevens Institute of Technology evidence a 
desire upon its part to seek exemption from 
taxation for all property which it has and 
May acauire. In order that the taxpayers of 
Hoboken may not be obliged to bear an un- 
just burden of taxation, I suggest that appli- 
cation be made to the next session of the 
Legislature to have the tax law so amended 
as to limit the amount of property to be 
exempt from taxation to colleges, &c., to 
such quantity of land as may be necessary 
to the fair use and enjoyment thereof, not 
exceeding five acres in all to any one insti- 
tution.

The following communication was present- 
ed, read and referred to the Committee of 
the Whole: 


September 23, 1912. 
To the Honorable the Mayor and Council of 
the City of Hoboken: 

Gentlemen—I communicated with your 
Honorable Body under date of November 24, 
1908, and again under date of July 23, 1909, 
and again under date of December 13, 1911, 
and again under date of April 6, 1912, with 
reference to the suits instituted in behalf of 
the Mayor and Council of the City of Hobo- 
ken against Michael M. Murphy, John Brun- 
ing, Martin Steljes and Theophilus Butts. 
Said suits were instituted on January 5, 
1888, to recover the amount of the defalca- 
tion of the bond. of Michael H. Murphy, 
former Registrar of this city. I referred in 
my letter of November 24, 1908, to .the final 
report of my predecessor in office, Honorable 
James F. Minturn (former Corporation At- 
torney of the Ciay of Hoboken, and now Jus- 
tice of the Supreme Court), to your Honor- 
able Body, dated August 28, 1907, wherein he 


a 


says that owing to complications then exist- 
ing, it might be advisable for your Honorable 
Body to consider the question of compromis- 
ing said claims, as the most expeditious way 
of finally disposnig of them. In my said 
letter I stated to your Honorable Body that 
because of many complications, legal and 
otherwise, confronting the city at that time, 
which complications are apparent to me at 
this writing, I would join with the former 
Corporation Attorney in recommending the 
compromise of said suits, if such could be 
effected. I further stated that should your 
Honorable Body determine that the litigation 
should be continued, you authorize me to em- 
ploy such expert accountants as I might 
deem advisable to properly prepare the city’s 
ease and present the same to the court for 
final determination. I beg leave to refer 
your Honorable Body to the aforesaid com- 
munication of the former Corporation At- 
torney and to my communication of Novem- 
ber 24, 1908. 

After considerable negotiations towards a 
compromise of said suits, John Bruning, in 
his own behalf, and John S. Mabon, repre- 
senting the estate of Theophilus Butts, have 
together offered to me to make payment to 
the city of the sum of $4,600 for a release 
of any and all claims which the city may 
have against said parties, or either of them. 


Owing to the lapse of time since the com- 
mencement of said suits, the probable diffi- 
culty of securing the attendance of necessary 
witnesses, the necessity for the employment 
of expert accountants and the expense which 
would be incurred thereby, I advise your 
Honorab!e Body to accept from the aforesaid 
parties the said sum of $4,600, and to exe- 
cute, in consideration thereof, a full release 
to said parties of any and all claims which 
the city may have against them. 

The acceptance of said sum of money from 
said parties would not in anywise operate as 
a discharge of the city’s case against Martin 
Steljes and the executors of his estate. 

I would thank you to give this matter due 
consideration and advise me of your wishes 
in the premises.

Gentlemen.—I have been requested by the 
architect to remove the city records from 
the vault in which they are now located, as 
he wishes to proceed and break down the 
walls thereof, and also use the space occu- 
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pied by said vault, to build the stairway 
leading to the upper floor. 

This vault contains valuable records of the 
city from the time of its incorporation, 
March 28, 1855, including the former town- 
ship records, some of which I am often called 
upon to produce before the Courts. 

Section 20 of the City Charter provides, 
“That the City Clerk shall, in addition to 
the duties in this Act required of him, have 
charge of all the records, books, papers, and 
documents of the city, except when the Coun- 
cil shall, by ordinance otherwise direct. 

I have repeatedly, time and time again, 
called the attention of the architect to the 
importance of this matter, and requested him 
to fit up one of the vaults on the lower 
floor, and also to provide same with an inner 
steel door on the inside, and a heavy com- 
bination safe door on the outside, which, up 
to the present time, has not been done, 
therefore, leaving me no place to store said 
records, etc., safely. 

I therefore respectfully request your Hon- 
orable Body to take action in this matter 
and have same attended to as soon as pos- 
sible. 

If your Honorable Body shall order this 
work done you will relieve me of a re- 
sponsibility now imposed upon me by law, 
so, if any of the records should happen to 
get lost throughout their transmission I 
would not be held accountable therefor.

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COUNCIL PROCEEDNIGS 


SPECIAL SESSION. 


Special session of the’ Council, held at the 
Council Chamber, City Hall, for the purpose 
of discussing the plans of Mr. James H. 
Fuertes on the sewerage and drainage of 
Hoboken, on Tuesday, December 10, 1912, 
at 8 o’clock p. m. ? 

Present—Councilmen Belloff, Delaney, 
Duffy, LaPointe, Larkin, Luehs, McFeely, 
Pfiugh, Rath and Chairman Anderson. 

Absent—None. 

Chairman Anderson announced that the 
meeting was called by the Committee of the 
Whole for the purpose to hear any citizen 
or taxpayer who wished to speak on the 
report submitted by Mr. James H. Fuertes 
in pamphlet form on the sewerage and drain- 
age of Hoboken. 

His Honor Mayor Cooke appeared before 
the Council, who said that before any dis- 
cussion took place he desired to disabuse 
the minds of those present to the false im- 
pression that the city was contemplating 
the expenditure of between $700,000 and 
$800,000 for sewers that would benefit but 
a few property owners. The idea was that 
the city was to construct trunk or outlet 
sewers, and whenever needed the property 
owners would put in their own lateral sew- 
ers. In streets like Fifteenth and Eleventh 
streets, where outlet sewers are to be built, 
the property owners would be assessed for 
the cost of an ordinary sewer, and the 
balance of the cost paid for by the city. 
The plans submited by Mr. Fuertes were 
to take care of Hoboken sewerage for all 
times, and provided for a uniform plan of 
sewers built in sections and each section to 
conform with the other. 

Mr. J. W. Rufus Besson, President of the 
Hoboken Board of Trade, endorsed the action 
of the Mayor and Council, and the manner 
in which they had gone about the matter 
of providing an adequate sewerage system. 
Mr. Besson stated that the report submitted 
by Mr. Fuertes seemed to be a good one, 
and the Board of Trade approved it in every 
manner.

Mr. Charles Fall, president of the Civic 
Federation, stated that the Mayor and 
Council deserved a great deal of praise for 
appointing such an efficient engineer as Mr. 
Fuertes. Mr. Fall stated he favored the 
building of a part of the proposed system, 
and recommended that the first work be 
to build an outlet through Eleventh street 
that would practically drain the section from 
Ninth to Thirteenth streets, in the western 
section of the city, and with proper sewerage 
system many manufacturers could be in- 
duced to locate in Hoboken. On being in- 
formed by Mr. Fuertes that the cost of con- 
structing the Eleventh street sewer would 
be about $79,000, Mr. Fall said that the 
placing of $5,000 a year into the Sinking 
Fund would take care of the bond issue 
for that expenditure, and in a very few 
years the additional revenue from the new 
buildings would more than pay the cost of 
the sewer. 


Mr. Richard Beyer, engineer of the city, 
stated that the report of Mr. Fuertes was 
an admirable one. On the suggestion of Mr. 
Beyer, Mr. Fuertes explained the difference 
between the various systems on Plan B. 

Mr. Edward R. Stanton, former Mayor of 
Hoboken, stated that something ought to be 
done, and done quickly, for the benefit of 
the city. The question of adequate sewers 
had been agitated for years, but nothing 
definite had ever been accomplished. 


Mr. John Ryan, of the Fourth Ward, 
stated that before anything was done, pro- 
visions should be taken to compel Jersey 


City ot take care of the storm water that 
flows down the Ravine Road into Hoboken, 
which came down in such volumes that no 
sewer could carry it. 


Mr. William McHale stated that the prop- 
erty owners above Highth street should pay 
for their own improvements. 


Mr, Richard Stevens stated that he coin- 
cided with the Mayor in regard to the prop- 
erty owners in assisting in the work by 
paying a proportionate share of the expense 
for asewer system. 


On motion of Councilman Rath, the Board 
adjourned.

Dear Mr. Fallon.—I am in receipt of your 
message stating that the City of Hoboken 
has compromised its claim against the bouds- 
men of Michael H. Murphy for Water Regis- 
trar at the sum of $5,000. I deem this to 
be a wise settlement, in view of all the cir- 


cumstances and complications surrounding 
the cases. During our many conferences 
on the case, I have always favored a 


reasonable compromise. 
I was called into the case by Corporation 
Attorney James F. Minturn, in January, 


1896. On October 9, 1895, Charles K. Can- 
non, to whom the case had been referred 
as Referee, after a full hearing, reported 


that he had granted non suits against the 
city on the ground that no liability existed. 

This report was confirmed by Judge Lip- 
pincott, and on November 19, 1895, judg- 
ment final. was entered against the city. On 
that day Mr. Minturn obtained a rule to 
show cause, which I was retained to argue 
before the Supreme Court. The rule was 
argued before Judges Magie, Depue, Van 
Syckle and Gumere. On June 9%, 1897, a 
decision was filed setting aside the judg- 
ment and the case was referred back to the 


referee. Mr. Minturn and I then had tbe 
accounts carefully examined by an expert 
accountant, we produced our testimony be- 
fore the referee and closed our side. Be- 
fore the defendants put in their case, Mr. 
Cannon owas' incapacitate from acting. 
Meanwhile Theophilus Butts and Martin 


Steljes died, and proceedings were taken to 
substitute their representatives. Applica- 


tion was about to be made for the appoint- 
ment of new referee when a question of a 
possible settlement was suggested. 

--While we proved, with mathematical cer- 
tainty, from the books of Murphy and the 
Water Department, a large deficiency, still 
there remains a nice question as to whether, 
under the Hoboken Charter and Ordinance, 
Murphy was the legal custodian of these 
moneys and whether the Water Commission- 
ers had any right to entrust the same to 
him. The bond was for the performance of 
the duties imposed upon Murphy by law. 
There was also a nice question as to which 
set of bondsmen were responsible for the 
defalcation. 

I therefore advise that the settlement was 
wise, especially as we could not get an 
offer of a larger amount. 

I spent a great deal of time over this case, 
especially in its earlier stages. 

I herewith enclose a bill against the city 
for $600, in the case which I wish you 
would approve for payment. 

This sum will not begin to pay me for the 
time expended, but as the city has compro- 
mised, I feel that I should do iikewise in 
the amount of my bill.
